COMPUTER PRODUCTS CO-ORDINATOR 
As a person who produces long doc- 
uments and user guides | was always on 
the lookout for any program that would 
ame the task of organising a long docu- 
ment. 


I was first attracted to the first version 
ofthe Perfect suite of programmes by Per- 
fect Writer. Just about any word pro- 
cessor will allow you to easily enter any 
text that you may wish to create. Most 
allow you to change text around with a 
varying degree of ease buf that's as faras 
they go. 


Only a very few of the word processing 
programmes available today for micros 
will actually help you with the layout of 
your document beyond simple pagina- 
tion, Perfect Writer on the other hand has 
a full suite of commands to help in the 
setting up of the appearance of your 
document. For example to create a 
chapter in a long document you use a 
single command (@CHAPTER). When the 
document is printed this command will 
cause the programme to start a new page. 
At the top of the page it will place the 
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number ofthe chapter, and yourchapter 
title — both centered and with your title 
boldfaced. It will also print your chapter 
title and the number of the page it occurs 
on in a table of contents that it auto- 
matically creates. 


There are just over thirty of these layout 
commands, including commands to 
assist in the layout of lists of items, num- 
bered and unnumbered sectioning, the 
typestyle used, and even help to pro- 
duce an index. There is a command that 
will change the standard layout caused 
by some of these commands fo allow 
you to customise what they will do for 
you. 


However with all these extra com- 
mands came extra complexity. The one 
drawback of Perfect Writer version 1 was 
the number of commands used. Unless 
you were using it every day you often had 
to refer fo your manual to find the corect 
command, 


Enter Perfect Writer Version 2 


With the new release of Perfect Writer 
comes a new standard of ease-of-use in 
a word processor. The same powerful 
command set that was available to you 
in Version 1 has been carried over to Ver- 
sion 2. However, they are now presented 
to you in the form of a series of “pop-up” 
menus that appear on the screen when 
you press the "ESC” key. 


These menus are linked into a “tree” of 
commands in a similiar manner to the 
way Lotus 1-2-3 presents its commands. 
For example if you select the Documents 
option from the main menu you are pre- 
sented with a second menu listing all the 
commands that relate to documents 
(read from disk, save to disk, print etc). If 
you are confused by any of the options 
that are presented to you in a menu alll 
you have to do is hit fhe ''?” key anda 
help screen will appearthat explains each 
of the options. 


One particulary nice feature of these 
“pop-up” menus is that they always 
appearnearto but not covering the posi- 
tion of the cursor. This means that the 
commands are presented to you right 
where you are working. You do not have 
to take your eyes from what you are doing 
to search the screen for the command 
prompt. The menus and fhe on screen 
help that is associated with them makes 
this an extremely easy programme for 
the beginner or the occasional user. 


The more advanced user or those that 
are distracted by the menus appearing 
over their text can set a delay of 1-9 
seconds between when the “ESC” key 
has been pushed and the appearance 
of the menus. This allows the user to 
execute a command without having the 
menu appear. If you hesitate long enough 
forthe delaytime to pass then the current 
menu will appear to remind you where 
you are, 


The programme that | was given for this 
review was configured to use the 
Challenger/IBM keyboard layout with the 
cursor control and function keys all being 
used. The implementation of these keys 
is good enough to allow you to use the 
word processor the same way you would 
use other word processors, as a “smart”

typewriter. Doing simple tasks such as 
entering and editing your documents. 
Saving the final results to disk and then 
printing it all without ever having to call 
up one of the command menus! This is 
something that will endear this pro- 
gramme fo the first time user as they will 
be able to start using this word processor 
immediately, and then as theirexperience 
increases, gradually add to the repetoire 
of commands used. The implentation of 
the function keysis particularly good, giv- 
ing you 20 of the most commonly used 
commands without having to go through 
the menu tree. 


In addition to the spelling checker that 
was included with version 1 of Perfect Writer, 
version 2 has a thesaurus included at no 
extra charge. This allows you to choose 
fom around 50,000 entries, and select 
one of the synonyms presented on the 
screen. 


All the features of version 1 have been 
passed on to its successor, You can have 
up to seven different documents in memory 
at once and display two of them on the 
screen at once. Transferring text between 
different documents is as easy as moving 
it around a single document. 


There is the facility for extensive “boiler- 
plating” of form letters including the 
automatic selection of text according to 
category. This means that you can pro- 
duce a letter made up of previously typed 
paragraphs and have only certain para- 
graphs printed in certain letters. 


Perfect Writer can also be used with Per- 
fect Filer to merge a list of names and 
addresses with a form letter. Spreadsheets 
produced on Perfect Calc can also be 
integrated within documents using Writer. 


Supplied on the disks provided with Per- 
fect Writer are a series of lessons and 
demonstrations of the various com- 
mands and functions. This and the exten- 
sive examples outlined in the manuals 
will provide the beginner with an easy 
introduction to word processing and give 
the experienced a quick wayto become 
familiar with the commands of the pac- 
kage. Both beginner and experienced 
WP user should be able to start produc- 
ing results virtually as soon as they sit 
down to use the programme fo the first 
time. 


And finally Perfect Writer stores and ret- 
rieves its files in standard ASCII format so if 
can be used as an editorto alarge variety 
of different programmes from PASCAL to 
DBASE II/III. 


The only slightly negative comment that! 
have to make is that with so rich a com- 
mand tree you may have to pass through 
as many as three menus to get to the 
command that you wish to use. However 
the menus are set out in such a manner 
as to allow you easy access to the most 

quently used functions. It is difficult to 

onceive of a more convenient way of 
accessing such a large number of com- 
mands. There have been some steps taken 
to reduce this problem with a “short cut” 
method into each of the major menus 
and single key repetition of the last com- 
mand used.
